REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
prior art showing the claimed mold structure which comprises a lower mold, an upper 
mold and a side mold which is split into at least two side mold halves. A weir 
connecting a mold cavity to a gate includes an upper surface constituted of a flat portion 
of the side mold. Surfaces other than the upper surface constituted of a concave 
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portion of the lower mold. The side mold is disposed so as to keep a parting line 
between at least two split side halves away from the weir.
